144 pounds ground beef 1 tablespoon instant onion 

1 cup dairy sour cream 14 teaspoons salt 

144 cup Worcestershire 1% cups corn flakes 
Thoroughly combine ground beef, sour cream, Worcester- 
shire sauce, onion, salt. Now crush corn flakes slightly with 
your hand; stir into meat mixture. Shape in patties, about 
34 inch thick. Broil in wire broiler over slow coals 5 min- 
utes; turn, cook 3 or 4 minutes more or till done. Makes 8. 


Two-faced Hamburgers 

That’s right, there’s meat on both sides of this sandwich— 

2 pounds ground beef 1 loaf French bread 

1 cup extra-hot catsup Prepared mustard 

2 teaspoons salt Mayonnaise 

Mix meat, catsup, and salt. Cut the bread in *4- to 1-inch 
slices. Spread both sides of each slice with prepared mus- 
tard, then with mayonnaise, and last with generous amount 
of meat mixture (on each ‘“‘face’’ of bread). Broil in wire 
broiler or on grill over hot coals; turn once. Makes 8 to 10. 


Pocketburgers Loaded with Gold 


Between sheets of waxed paper, roll out thin patties of 
ground beef (a little over 4 inch). Center half the patties 
with tablespoon of shredded cheese and pickle relish; top 
with meat lids. Press around margin to seal; brush with 
melted margarine. Broil, turning once. Season.

(Chicken may be cooked day ahead and 
refrigerated.) Makes 8 servings. 

*Or use 2 “bro-hens” (older broiler-fryers), about 2! to 
3 pounds each, and cook 2'% to 3 hours or till tender.

Wrap in colored foil to add excitement at serving time— 
Scrub medium baking potatoes (or yams or sweet pota- 
toes). Brush with salad oil. Wrap each in a piece of alumi- 
num foil, overlapping ends. (New foil colors in 7-inch width 
gold, red, blue.) Bake 45 to 60 minutes on the grill or 
right on top of coals. Turn potatoes occasionally. Give ’em 
the pinch test to tell when done. Cut a crisscross with fork 
in top of package, push on ends to fluff, add chunk of butter. 


Blue-cheese Dressing for Tossed Salad 


Toss mixed garden greens with this for flavor zingo 


3 ounces blue cheese 1 teaspoon anchovy paste 
46 cup salad or olive oil Dash steak sauce 
2 tablespoons vinegar 4 clove garlic, minced 


1 tablespoon lemon juice Salt and pepper

In buying ready-to-cook turkey, allow 1% pound per per- 
son. Rub inside of bird with 1 tablespoon salt. Truss turkey 
and balance on spit—drumstick holding fork is dandy help- 
er. (Or use new rotary roast rack—no trussing needed.) 
Brush bird with salad oil. Adjust on rotisserie—have slow 
coals at back of barbecue, a drip pan under revolving bird. 

Roast about 15 minutes per pound. For smoke flavor, toss 
damp hickory on coals, and roast with hood down. (If you 
like, brush bird with your favorite barbecue sauce during 
last half hour of cooking.) About 20 minutes before turkey 
roasting time is up, snip cord that holds drumsticks to spit. 
Test doneness by raising drumstick up and down (protect 
hands with paper towels). Leg should move easily or twist 
out of joint. Also press thick part of drumstick—meat should 
feel very soft. Before carving, let turkey rest 15 minutes— 
easier to slice.

Tips for busy gals— 


How to hem 
a flared skirt 


Just a few extra stitches make a neat, 


inconspicuous hem in a circular skirt. 


The trick in making an even, 
flat hem in a full skirt: stitch 
gathering threads along the cut 
edge of the hem width. 

These control-threads ease ex- 
cess hem fabric into tiny gathers 
and eliminate the bulky ridges. 

Take out old hem; press out 
crease mark. Put on garment, 
wearing appropriate shoes. Chalk 
or pin new hem line. 





Turn hem on marked line. Pin 
folded edge of hem to get it even 
and flat; baste hem a 14-inch 
from the folded edge. 

Cut hem to a 2-inch width or 
less; very full skirts should have 
narrower hems. 

Press the new hem fold to 
shape it to skirt; don’t press raw 
edge, for that may leave an un- 
wanted crease mark. 


Control fullness with machine 
stitching '4 inch from cut edge; 
stitch from seam to seam. 

Pull up bobbin threads to 
gather; distribute fullness even- 
ly, matching seams. 

Steam press to shrink out ex- 
tra fullness. Insert pressing cloth 
between fabric layers to prevent 
crease marks. 


Pin seam binding to hem; ma- 
chine-stitch it about a 14-inch 
from cut edge of hem. Binding 
should cover control-stitching. 





Fold seam binding over hem’s 
edge. Pin it to garment, then 
baste it in place. 


Blind hemming with seam 
binding makes sturdy hems in 
circular skirts; it’s quick and easy. 

To blind-hem: catch only one 
liber of the garment and take a 
large stitch in the binding.

From any 
one of a thousand vistas, night or 
day, look up or down, turn left or 
right, the view is a costume ball 
Look up and like clean 
white steps scale to the summit of 
Pelegraph Hill; look down and the 
cold blue ribbon of the Bay gift- 
wraps a landlocked harbor; Jook 
right, and while you may have seen 
itin a hundred photographs, there’s 


houses 
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not one like the one in front of you 
of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge, over eight miles long; look 
left at the city’s favorite, the Golden 
Gate, the world’s longest single 
span suspension bridge. Stand by 
Coit Tower at the top of Telegraph 
Hill at night and look at a city. and 
you will say it is a night city. The 
next morning from Twin Peaks, in 
the eloquent silence of the city in 
the sun, you will say it is a day city 
Ihe physical act of being San 
Francisco then is a lovely thing. 
But our romance with this city is 
more than a physical affair. San 
Francisco is proud and gay, crea- 
tive and tolerant, temperamental 
and eccentric, worldly and senti- 
mental, wealthy and expensive. It 
is more like a woman than a man to 
look at and to live with. And it is a 
lady with a Past—and how her 
suitors worship her past. (Colum- 
nist Caen calls enemies of her past 
those who would alter her edi- 
fices—the manic progressives. ) 
The lady was always a city, but 
the city was not always a lady. 


Over the years, friends and enemies 
have worked at reforming this un- 
predictable mistress. Periodically, 
they have succeeded. But her refor- 
mation must largely be credited to 
age (although San Francisco is still 
our most alcoholic and suicidal city 
per capita). 

Those who would change her 
must consider that she was forced 
to mature faster perhaps than any 
other American city. In fact, she 
never really had an adolescence 
San Francisco reached her bound- 
aries before most cities found thei: 
If you’re thrust overnight from in- 
fancy to adulthood, the growing 
pains are too abrupt not to leave 
something of a split personality. 

San Francisco was a little elusive 
to locate from the beginning. Con- 
sider, for example, if Sir Francis 
Drake in 1579 hadn’t passed the 
California coast when fog shrouded 
the Golden Gate, the three-mile 
channel to the inland Bay. The 
city today might have a heritage of 
English tea shops instead of its in- 
ternational potpourri. Drake failed 
to find the Golden Gate, but a 
Spanish expedition did in 1769, and 
in 1776, Spain established the Pre- 
sidio, still one of the largest mili- 
tary reservations in the country and 
certainly the largest within the 
boundaries of a city. The same 
year, Mission Delores was founded 
and survives handsomely today. 


Even by 1841, the settlement 
known as Yerba Buena (good herb) 
existed only as an outpost for trad- 
ers and seafarers. From a popula- 
tion of 100, it became a city of 
10,000 by the gold years of 1848- 
50. By 1851, it grew to 30,000; by 
the end of 1852, over 40,000. 

When California was annexed 
in 1848, a Mexican general, Jose 
Castro, selected a good year to 
predict: ‘“These Americans are so 
contriving that some day they will 
build ladders to touch the sky, and 
once in the heavens they will 
change the whole face of the uni- 
verse and even the color of the 
stars.” 

The state scarcely waited for 
Castro to finish before proving him 
right. The shout heard ’round the 
world was “‘Gold!”’ The first rush 
to the diggings enticed 893 of the 
900 settlers in the region; 25,000 
covered wagons crossed the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. Ships—im- 
migrant ships, trade ships, clip- 
per ships—from New York, China, 
South America anchored in the 
Bay, deserted by their crews to the 
gold fields. In the harbor, the 
forest of masts of the lost ships 
looked like a watery graveyard. 

They arrived, crossing land and 
sea, singing “Oh, Susanna” to 
lyrics of unbridled optimism: 

I soon shall be in San Francisco 

And then [’ll look all ’round, 
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And when I see the gold lumps there 
I'll pick them off the ground, 

I'll scrape the mountains clean, my 

boys, 

I'll drain the rivers dry. 

A pocket full of rocks bring home, 
So, brothers, don’t you cry. 
Almost as many fortunes were 

made with pick and shovel, brawn 

and courage as with dice and cards, 
prostitution and whiskey. The 
gamblers, the con men, the crooks, 
the courtesans could have sung 

“Oh, Susanna” with still different 

lyrics: ‘I?ll pick the miners off the 

ground. I'll scrape their gold sacks 
dry. Back they'll go to dig some 
more, So I won’t have to try.” 

By 1850, there were almost as 
many casinos, saloons, and brothels 
as there were homes and businesses. 
This was the Barbary Coast, where 
prostitutes outnumbered respect- 
able women 100 to 1. In less than a 
year, an almost deserted city had 
become “‘one large gambling hell.” 
The infant had become a woman 
overnight. 

It was a time when San Francis- 
co furnished “‘the best bad things in 
America.” It was a city in size 


only. The streets were pools of 


brush and clay. Riders or drunks 
falling into the mud were known to 
suffocate before they were noticed. 


A sign posted at the corner of 


Kearny and Clay Streets read: 
“This street is impassable, not even 


jackassable.”’ Eggs sold for $10 a 


dozen; water was a dollar a bucket 

you furnish the bucket! A bag of 
gold dust bought the freedom of 
any criminal for any crime. Be- 
tween 1851 and 1856, a thousand 
murders had been committed, and 
only one man had been con- 
demned. The carelessly assembled 
giant of a city was a tinderbox, 
too; it was leveled like one big bon- 
fire six times in less than two years. 

But the lady who was no lady 
even survived the Vigilance Com- 
mittees that periodically put her on 
the wagon. By 1906, **The Wick- 
edest City in the World” had .a 
population of over 400,000, and it 
was the gayest, grandest, gaudiest 
gingerbread castle the world had 
ever seen. 


5 palaces of the bonanza 
kings, the mining and railroad 
millionaires, covered the ‘“‘Hill of 
the Golden Promise,’ which an 
Irishman named ‘‘ Nob” for ‘‘snob”’ 
in Irish slang. Sherman, Sheridan, 
and Grant drove horse and buggy 
into the Garden Court of the 
Palace Hotel. Enrico Caruso and 
Oscar Wilde were in the lobby. 
An Hawaiian king died in a Palace 
suite, and the emperor of Brazil 
found the Palace so awesome that 
he said it made him ashamed of 
Brazil. 

The Palace was well named. It 


was almost as improbably elegant 
as a newspaperman facetiously de- 
scribed it: “‘(The) beds (are) made 
with Swiss watch springs and 
stuffed with camel’s hair, each 
single hair costing eleven cents. 
... Each elevator contains a piano 
and a bowling alley. . . . All the 
entrees will be sprinkled with gold 
om... 

The city had taken on airs. It 
was hard to tell a brothel madam 
from a society matron by the 
clothes she wore. Churches, schools, 
libraries, and hospitals appeared. 
The lady had grown—wiser and 
more beautiful. 

Then for 48 seconds in the early 
dawn of April 18, 1906, the lady 
had an attack that would age her 
in a hurry. With a rumble, then 
with a roar, bolts of earth buckled 
and cracked and spilled the city in- 
to its foundations. The earth trem- 
ors sounded ‘‘as if the ocean had 
stood on end and was coming 
through the Golden Gate.” 

It wasn’t bad, as history’s worst 
earthquakes go, but the final 
tragedy was not the terrible tem- 
pered San Andreas fault. The trem- 
ors toppled wood-stove fires that 
fed on a city built of their fuel. 
They broke out first in the congest- 
ed areas of the old frame lodging 
houses south of Market Street. 
Like one great wooden warehouse, 
the city exploded into a violent 


holocaust. It burned for three days, 
while its people fought with every- 
thing from wine to dynamite. 

Some blamed the devil in the 
earth; others cried that God took 
vengeance on a wicked people. 
Why then, asked Charlie Field, did 
Hotaling’s whiskey warehouse sur- 
vive when everything around it 
collapsed? 

If, as they say, God spanked the 
town 

For being over-frisky ; 

Why did He burn the churches 

down 

And spare Hotaling’s whiskey? 

The peculiar love San Francis- 
cans have for their city was bravely 
expressed in Will Irwin’s classic, 
The City That Was, lamenting its 
destruction as eloquently as any 
man ever did a woman: “The old 
San Francisco is dead. The gayest, 
lightest hearted, most pleasure-lov- 
ing city of the western continent. . . 
is a horde of refugees living among 
ruins. .. . It is as though a pretty, 
frivolous woman had passed 
through a great tragedy. She sur- 
vives, but she is sobered and dif- 
ferent.” 

San Francisco was different sure- 
ly, but not sobered. After the 
quake, a slogan was posted and re- 
peated: “Eat, drink, and be merry 

for tomorrow you may have to 
move to Oakland.”” And Willie

San Francisco 


Britt testified that he’d rather be a 
busted lamppost in San Francisco 
than the Waldorf-Astoria. 

There were many among the 
lady’s suitors who would never get 
over it. Others were convinced that 
in rebuilding the city, they hadn’t 
lost a mistress, they had gained a 
wife, more devoted and lovelier 
than ever. They tell the before-and- 
after story of San Francisco by 
what you can see, not by what you 
can touch. If the city burned down 
to its last red velvet tassel, the view 
from Twin Peaks would still expose 
a clean panorama of hills and Bay 
and ocean. No holocaust could al- 
ter San Francisco’s climate either. 
In the winter, it is warmer than 
most of the country, and in the 
summer, it is cooler. The sun 
shines 66 per cent of the time, and 
it’s estimated that the fog is wet 
only 15 days a year. 

Forced to list the qualities loved 
most, you'll find few that were lost 
in the fire. While an occasional 
tourist will disparage the hill climbs 
(“for mountain goats”), the na- 
tive will say, “You don’t know how 
to walk them.”’ A tourist goes di- 
rect by the map; a native walks the 
level routes. He'll tell you to go to 
the top of a hill at night, and he'll 
call his city “‘jewels’’—but that 
won't do. From the top of a ladder 
at night, Grand Island, Nebraska, 
looks like jewels. 

The last word on San Francis- 
co’s hills, however, was had by a 
resident who estimated “that a 
dime dropped on the crest of Cal- 
ifornia Sureet would gather speed 
enough to kill a horse on Market

Street, unless it hit a Chinaman 
on Grant.” 

The tourist has every right to 
ask what fog does for a city—that 
oyster-gray mist that blinds motor- 
ists, vaporlocks cars, unravels curls, 
and obstructs views. It also alters 
the sweep and curve of the city, 
screening the Golden Gate with a 
curious curtain of white foam that 
occasionally parts to expose a span 
of red-orange tower. It floats on 
the Bay like whipped cream and 
settles on the hills like clouds that 
have collapsed. It stirs foghorns to 
caution, conducting a staccato of 
throatly sirens—now wailing, now 
pausing three seconds, now wail- 
ing, now pausing 20 seconds, now 
wailing—mournful, safe, and alert. 

The fog has had more than a lit- 
tle to do with the native costume of 
this best-dressed city in America. 
Californians traditionally are in- 
formal dressers (alas, shopping in 
bathing suits in Jarger cities to the 
south) which gives San Francisco 
still another way of being different. 
The women are gloved and hatted 
and_ suited, selecting versatile 
clothes that do well by them in 
cold, wet, or warm. 

San Franciscans are no less de- 
voted to their Bay. What is the 
Bay anyway, but that part of the 
city that’s under water? No native 
can improve on what Daniel Web- 
ster said about the Bay—that it 
alone was 20 times more valuable 
than Texas. The Bay, if literally 
you could close the Golden Gate, 
would be an eighth sea, 450 miles 
square and 55 miles long

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There are several islands in the 
Bay—Alcatraz, 12 acres of rock, 
housing some long-time residents; 
Yerba Buena, a naval base, a step- 
pingstone for the Bay Bridge carry- 
ing it through the world’s largest 
diameter tunnel; Angel, the largest 
island in the Bay, reached only by 
boat; Treasure, the largest man- 
made island in the world, dredged 
from the bottom of the Bay as the 
site for the Golden Gate Interna- 
tional Exposition in 1939-1940, 


As he did Treasure Island, man 
formed the Bay’s foremost attrac- 
tions —the Golden Gate Bridge and 
the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge, both considered impossible 
to achieve. How could you build a 
bridge that would span over eight 
miles of water, be high enough to 
allow the largest ships to pass un- 
der, and still reach the deep floor 
of the Bay? 

“San Francisco knows how,” 
William Howard Taft once said, 
and it was done to become one of 
the seven wonders of the modern 
world. The Golden Gate Bridge, 
more singularly beautiful, cost $35 
million, slightly more than twice 
as much as the movie Ben Hur. 

If the Bay and the hills and the 
fog are a San Franciscan’s first 
love, he is hardly less attached to 
the city’s more animate attractions. 
rhese, he feels, require more love 
and care since they, the manic 
progressives, can take them away. 
(Let them tamper with the Golden 
Gate Bridge.) You need no more 
hints that we are talking now of 
cable These inexhaustible 
antiques still squire you around 
with the same attractive inefficien- 
cy they have had for over 85 years. 

The cable car caused no less a 
stir when it was first introduced 
than the Golden Gate Bridge. It 
was just as impossible to devise a 
form of public transportation that 
would scale the city’s hills as it was 
later to span the turbulent waters 
of the Golden Gate with a bridge. 
But a local manufacturer, Andrew 
S. Hallidie, designed a grip that 
would attach to a continuously 
moving underground cable with- 
out tearing it apart. 

Jim Schock in San Francisco: A 
lime and a Place for Everything de- 
scribes the cable car as: ‘‘ Probably 
the only man-made invention that 
is faithfully, at all cost, maintained 
with a sanctity, love and devotion 
usually reserved for the remaining 
buffalo herds and even more rare 
whooping cranes. It is the only 
transportation in the world where 
people fight to stand up instead of 
to sit down.”’ 

Sentimental San _ Franciscans, 
whose reverence for the past is 
legendary, have defeated every ef- 
fort to disband the cars. They are 
no less attractive to tourists, and 
as a result, the operators carry 
something of a reputation that 
rivals that of a New York cab 
driver. The ladies, particularly, 
have met their match in the little

rollers. Madame is not allowed to 
stand on the outside step. When 
one grand dame insisted, the oper- 
ator advised: ‘‘Lady, if you find a 
way to keep your hat on, your skirt 
down, and still stay on the car, you 
can.’ When a female visitor lost 
her hat on a windy day, the motor- 
man watched as it rolled with the 
wind and said, “‘Go chase it your- 
self. I’m tired of being quaint and 
colorful.” 

A San Franciscan may lament 
the changing faces and places of 
Fisherman’s Wharf and China- 
town. When he dismisses them 
both as “‘tourist traps,”” you may 
suspect that he is a native shortly 
out of Chicago. There are more 
original San Franciscans in China- 
town and the Italian dominated 
Wharf and North Beach than in 
any other section of the city. 


The Wharf fishermen are the 
same men who made the Wharf an 
attraction to outsiders. The great 
restaurants on the Wharf were 
established by fishing families—the 
Sabellas, the Bellantes, the Aliotos, 
the Tarantinos, the DiMaggios. 
Joe, Tom, Mike, Vince, and Dom 
DiMaggio were catching fish be- 
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fore baseballs and swinging crab 
nets before bats. 

The crab fishermen have been 
on the Wharf for almost a century, 
while the first restaurant didn’t ap- 
pear until 1922. The curio shops 
with souvenirs came much later. 
But the sights and smells have been 
there from the beginning when the 
Wharf was built as a receiving dock 
for bay and ocean catches. 

The colorful crab fishermen are 
hard, but not hardened, even in the 
face of unrewarding work finan- 
cially, and scarcely one has not 
seen a tragedy at sea. Even the 
restaurant men, who have hung up 
their nets for the more profitable 
end of the business, never lose 
their love for it and the men who 
still go down to the sea in ships. 

The same continuity character- 
izes San Francisco’s Chinese com- 
munity. And already you may 
draw another reason for this na- 
tional and native love affair with a 
city. The worldly aura of San 
Francisco has given the city its 
uniqueness as much as its hills and 
Bay. Behind the pagodas of China- 
town is a gentle community of 
closely integrated and devoted 
families. Chinatown alone has a 
population of 45,000, the largest 
Chinese community outside of the 
Orient. 

The community, of course, is an 
integral part of the city, although 
it still is guided partially by the 
ancient laws and customs of the 
Chinese Six Companies. The asso- 
ciation operates as a welfare agen- 
cy, representing Chinatown in civ- 
ic, national, and international af- 
fairs. It also maintains one of the 
eight schools in Chinatown which 
the children attend after public 
school to study Chinese customs, 
language, and history. 

In San Francisco’s obsession at 
times with sameness, a cynical 
view of Chinatown was expressed 
this way: “Chinatown is no more. 
Today the Chinese are all gradu- 
ates of Cal and Stanford.” The 
Chinese will repeat the same senti- 
ment with justifiable pride. In scale 
to population, Chinese students in 
near-by universities far outnumber 
Caucasians. 

The Chinese Six Companies to- 
gether with service clubs and vet- 
erans’ organizations—and _tradi- 
tional Oriental family solidarity 
are credited with the almost total 
absence of delinquency among 
Chinese children. One veteran San 
Francisco judge said: “In my 
court, I’ve never come across a de- 
linquent case having to do with a 
Chinese child.” 

Chinatown’s record was not al- 
ways so admirable. Associations 
called Tongs were nests of vice and 
crime in the late 1800s. Their vio- 
lent rivalries for slave traffic pro- 
duced the infamous Tong wars. 
One of the most notorious San 
Francisco villains, Fong Chong, 
called Little Pete, operated a 
skillful blackmailing business in

Chinatown. Between Little Pete 
and the Tong wars (one lasting 
seven years and sixty lives), China- 
town was no place to be caught 
alive—not even for Little Pete, who 
was caught alive in a barber’s chair 
after he had executed a race-track 
swindle and was promptly shaved 
and shot. With the demise of Little 
Pete and the developing prosperity 
of the respectable families, today’s 
Chinatown emerged, rebuilt after 
the earthquake. 

To the charge that today’s 
Chinatown is commercialized, 
John Kan, a sort of ambassador 
without portfolio as well as the 
proprietor of the community’s best 
restaurant, said that a good many 
shopkeepers simply recognize that 
tourists would be disappointed if 
they didn’t put on Chinese cos- 
tumes and talk pidgin English. 
“You know the standing joke,” 
said Kan, “‘ ‘flied lice’ instead of 
‘fried rice.’ ” 

Flied or fried, the rice in China- 
town like Green Goddess salad at 
the Garden Court, olympic oysters 
at Trader Vic’s, crab legs at Bardel- 
li’s suggest in no special order an- 
other of San Francisco’s most fa- 
mous attractions: Food. This city, 
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this lady from a little mining town 
in the West found happiness in the 
international flavor of her cuisine, 
and all who sup at her table eat 
more and better than perhaps at 
any other in the country. Her din- 
ing rooms range in appeal from the 
contrived disorder of the Old 
Spaghetti Factory in the Beatnik’s 
North Beach to the elegance of 
Ernie’s French and Italian fare. A 
restaurant directory of San Fran- 
cisco is bewildering in its worldly 
variety: Indian curries, Cantonese 
duck, Armenian Kebab, French 
bouillabaisse, German bratwurst. 

San Francisco’s epicurean poet, 
Trader Vic, has made his Polyne- 
sian restaurant a landmark in the 
city. From Vic’s first hamburger 
cooked on a big Franklin stove in 
Berkeley, his restaurant became 
that little place no one knows 
about. (There are so many of these 
in San Francisco that a respectable 
guide could be published to direct 
the uninformed.) With expansion, 
Vic was pronounced “Veec,”’ es- 
tablishing a French restaurant 
where he served all the food and 
drink you could consume for $7.50 
a head. When he opened his first 
Polynesian restaurant in Oakland, 


Trader Vic’s became that little 
place everyone knows about. 

The city is no less fond of Vic 
than he is of her. ““The community 
is like a family. Nothing is so im- 
portant here that it’s out of reach, 
not even society.”’ There is still the 
sense of the small town it never 
was. 

With one exception: The lady 
has a skeleton in her closet. And, 
man, it’s like you relate; you’re 
swinging; you make the scene. 
Wow! From Columbus Avenue 
northwest down four 
Grant, the Beats (beatitude, man, 
not beat up) make their pads. 

The City Lights Pocket Book 
Shop is a sort of international 
headquarters, not to mention a fine 
bookstore. Here, the hipster can 
find anything from the gentle phi- 
losophy of Zen Buddhism down to 
all its distortions. A new arrival 
from Greenwich Village may even 
find his mail. One letter delivered 
to the shop was addressed simply, 
*‘Hank Franklin (Baby), San Fran- 
cisco. Hold for arrival.” Notices on 


jazz and poetry readings, dramatic 


productions, and even private 
parties are posted on the shop’s 
bulletin board. 

One such reading at the Co- 
Existence Bagel Shop introduced a 
young poet who first assured his 
audience that his poem, really, was 
about nothing at all. Then he went 
on to prove it. The audience was 
not receptive ; he was clearly trying 
too hard to emulate the master’s 
(Jack Kerouac) philosophy: “I

don’t know. I don’t care, and it 
doesn’t make any difference.” He 
had the first faint symptoms of hair 
on his chin and a monkey, literal- 
ly, on his back. The monkey, set 
self-consciously in the back of his 
neck, looked as if his fur and tail 
were extensions of the poet’s head. 

The Beats are charged with 
merely being against. Time and 
place are a drag. They are called a 
generation, but can so few be a 
generation? Their passive protest, 
abstract and esoteric, is symbolized 
less by prose and poetry than by 
beards and bedbugs. 

The Beats made heroes in the 
same breath they are villainized by 
San Franciscans, have become as 
much of an attraction in North 
Beach as the Italian settlement of 
fine shops and restaurants. At a 
posh coffeehouse in North Beach, 
given a beatnik name in an obvious 
attempt to attract tourists who 
want to see, even touch, a live Beat- 
nik, a bearded member arrived, 
probably the first ever to enter. He 
joined a table of astonished and de- 
lighted visitors. The manager, 
sporting a beard himself, hustled 
over and ordered the live Beat out: 
“Go away,” he shouted. “Ya wan- 
na give the place a bad name.” 

The Beats, the weekend Beats, 
the tourist Beats, the sunglasses, 
sandal, and bearded Beats make 
another kind of comment on San 
Francisco: She is the most demo- 
cratic of our American cities. She 
will even tolerate a lot of nonsense.

If not open-armed, at least 
openhanded, Mr. K’s welcome in 
San Francisco after a sour recep- 
tion in Los Angeles was wildly en- 
thusiastic. 

Of course, there is something to 
the idea that San Francisco’s dif- 
ferent way of doing things is simply 
the opposite of the way Los Angeles 
does them. But a Los Angelean 
coming to San Francisco or a Des 
Moinite or a Chicagoan or a New 
Yorker can’t change things either. 
They try, but they can’t. Instead 
they become the most extreme na- 
tive sons in their love for the past 
and their pride in their presence. 

As more and more hundreds ar- 
rive, their tenure will be noted, and 
one can visualize a time when resi- 


dents will wear hash marks on their 
sleeves, each mark noting a year of 
residency. 

Even the tourist becomes a sort 
of Sunday citizen, and one, a 
Chicagoan, remarked to his 8- 
year-old daughter on the eve of 
their departure for San Francisco, 
that within 24 hours they would be 
standing at the top of Telegraph 
Hill. ‘‘Can’t we go to the top of the 
hill right now?” she asked. He had 
to explain that they didn’t live in 
San Francisco. “‘It isn’t fair!’ she 
said. 

And it really isn’t.

When a small group of school 
men and civic leaders met to discuss 
the problem, someone dusted off a 
ten-year dream: a four-year college 
owned and run by the three counties. 

The people attending the meeting 
returned to their counties, sounded 
out public sentiment, and found 
that there was enthusiastic support 
for a local college. A committee of 
30, organized to look into the possi- 
bilities, swelled almost overnight to 
300. On ut

work studying costs, locations, legal 
angles—every possible phase of the 
problem. After several months of in- 
tensive investigation, the committee 
presented a plan for the college. 

It got support everywhere—from 
labor unions, civic 
chambers of commerce, newspapers, 
religious leaders. But there were 
several hurdles. The Michigan legis- 
lature would have to pass enabling 
laws—which it did. The 
would then have to approve the for- 
mation of a special tri-county taxing 
unit, and after that pass on an $8 
million bond issue—which they did, 
after a large organized campaign 
boosted the project. 

This fall, Tri-County College will 
open its doors to about 2,000 stu- 
dents. It will start out with a two- 
year course, but in the near future it 
expects to full-fledged 
four-year college with an eventual 
enrollment of 6,000.

In communities all over the coun- 
try, citizens are working to im- 
prove education by volunteering 
their services directly to the schools 
in any way they can help—as 
librarians, teacher aides, recrea- 
tion leaders, cafeteria assistants, 
and a thousand other capacities. 

In Fairfield, Connecticut, for 
instance, a group of industrial 
scientists are devoting one night a 
week to giving superior high school 


students advanced work in physics 
and chemistry—with special atten- 
tion to jet propulsion, nuclear re- 
action, rockets, and electronics. 

In Phoenix, at Madison School 
Number One, the PTA, trying to 
place the community’s resources at 
the service of the school, unearthed 
a wealth of highly usable talent. 
They found experts in rocks and 
minerals, bees, worms, birds, bank- 
ing, aviation, poetry, Indians, 
Mexico, and dozens of other fields, 
all eager to help. These experts now 
give classroom demonstrations, put 
on assembly programs, offer guid- 
ance to students interested in their 
fields, judge contests, and help 
committees looking for special in- 
formation. 

In Dade County, Florida, re- 
search scientists and laboratories 
are offering their talents and facili- 
ties to gifted high school science 
students. For an hour or two each 
day, students report to neighbor- 
ing laboratories where they learn 
scientific techniques in such fields 
as bacteriology, enzyme chemistry, 
microbiology, and meteorology.

STEP 2 





Make the frame for the BH&G trail- 
er from 2x2x3 16-inch channel iron 
for the main frame, 2x2x%-inch 
angle iron for the cross members. Use 
a length of channel iron for a tongue, 
and reinforce by welding strap iron 
across the channel opening. 

Cut costs on the frame in two 
ways: buy used iron from the junk- 
yard and cut as much of the iron to 
size as you can before you take it 
to be welded. If you know how to 
do the job, rent a welder. 

Weld a bumper jack and trailer 
hitch on the tongue and make two 
wooden stands to fit under the rear 
corners of the trailer. This three- 
point suspension assures a solid plat- 
form when you bed down at night. 














Seven sheets of %4-inch plywood, 
150 feet of 2x2, and a few scraps of 
Ix2 stock supply all the lumber to 
build the trailer bed and bunks. 

Build the side boxes only 11 inches 
wide so the floor will accommodate 
1x8 pieces of sheet material when 
you need a utility trailer. 

Build doors along the right side 
as shown so you can cook w hile on 
the road without having to open the 
whole rig. The side boxes and front 
counter are framed with 2x2s and 
covered with plywood, fastened 
with ring-groove nails. The whole 
assembly is mounted on the frame 
with carriage bolts. Drill through 
wood and metal parts all at once. 




















In this drawing, the right set of 
double bunks is shown extended and 
set up. The left set is pushed in and 
folded for travel. 

Bend %4-inch thin wall conduit 
into U-shaped upright supports for 
the bunks. (They're amazingly stur- 
dy.) Fasten them beneath the top 
bunks with conduit hangers. Screw 
pivot blocks to bottom bunk and 
bolt on the uprights. 

Diagonal braces are 
duit with the ends flattened and 
notched to fit over bolt in block on 
bottom bunk. Secure with wing 
nuts. Nail 2x2s to the underside of 
top bunk to stiffen it. 

Tent framework is *4-inch con- 
duit in five- and ten-foot lengths. (A) 
shows upright poles slipped into the 
two-hole conduit hangers.

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Recipes for laundering 


Wash and Wear __. 


By Anne Anderson 


ies you call it Wash and Wear or Easy Care—it’s 
here to stay. Ask any mother! More and more Wash and 
Wear clothes and fabrics are being made and sold each 
year. And each year they get better and better. 

Even so, a few problems arose in the past because Wash 
and Wear was new, it was not laundered correctly—and 
because some clothes were falsely labeled Wash and Wear. 
(This, however, is being remedied today with the new 
federal fabric-labeling law which requires fabrics to have 
labels giving fiber content and family name of each fiber 
according to percentages. So read buying guide below.) 

The biggest headache came because Wash and Wear 
is a misnomer! Generally, it needs a steam-iron touch-up 
to give it a bandbox neatness. But, if you’re too busy to be 
fastidious, much of today’s quality Wash and Wear may be 
worn with nary a thought—7f you launder it properly. 

We cheer one busy homemaker with several small chil- 
dren who has this to say: ‘Wash and Wear—I love it! I 
hate ironing and really don’t have time for it. So most of 
the clothes go from dryer onto my bouncy little ones. My 
kids may not look as crisp when they first put those clothes

on, but half hour later, who can tell the difference! 


What to look for in buying Wash and Wear 


p> Study fabric content on hang tag or label. Be sure the 
fabrics are composed of (1) 100 per cent synthetic fibers, 
or (2) a blend of at least 50 per cent synthetic fibers with 
the rest natural fibers, or (3) 100 per cent cotton with a 
special resin finish. 

>» Buy quality—no bargains in cheap Wash and Wear! 

> Be sure buttons, trims, pockets, shoulder pads, linings, 

interlinings, interfacings, seam bindings are washable. 

Avoid clothes with top stitching. These need ironing. 

» Check seams so they’re not puckered. If so when new, 
laundering won’t improve them. Plain seams loosely over- 
cast are best. Synthetics, blends should be sewed with 
synthetic thread; resin cottons with mercerized cotton.

General Wash and Wear laundering tips 


> Follow laundry equipment instruction books if available. 

» Before washing, pretreat collars, cuffs. Remove stains. 

p> Launder more often. It takes shorter wash—3 to 6 minutes 
for light, moderately soiled, 6 to 10 for heavily soiled. 

» Wash loads should be smaller—half-washer’s capacity. 

» Wash synthetics in cold or warm water; resin-finished 
cottonsin warm or hot. Rinse in cold—wrinkles-away secret! 

» Bleach if needed. For synthetics: chlorine or sodium per- 
borate. For resin cottons: read hang-tag instructions. 

» Fabric softeners help remove wrinkles, prevent static. 
Use in /ast rinse, following bottle directions. (Note: If 
you live in hard-water area and need water conditioner 
too, avoid using in same rinse with fabric softener. They are 
not compatible. Solution: Add water conditioner to deep 
rinse. Reset washer to repeat rinse, add softener.) 

>» To dry, use medium, low, or Wash and Wear setting. Do 
not crowd or overdry. 

» Do remove clothes immediately; hang or fold to avoid 
new wrinkles. Use timer to alert when drying time is up. 

» Generally, if garment is machine-washable, you'll get 
best drying results in a dryer, even if hang tag says to 
“drip dry.” Exception: Drip dry pleated clothes.

Note: You can skip these directions if your 
washer has Wash and Wear setting which 
automatically selects the proper wash and 
rinse temperatures, the time, and proper 
wash and rinse speeds. 

At Wash and Wear setting if available. Or 
at medium heat setting—anywhere from 10 
to 30 minutes, noting and recording drying 
time for future use. Quickly remove clothes. 

(New dryers have a no-heat, cool-off peri- 
od at the end of the cycle to help do away 
with wrinkles in Wash and Wear.) 

No dryer? Then be sure you have used cold 
water rinse. After spin cycle, remove the 
clothes, shake out, and hang on stainproof 
hangers to dry at room temperature.

Allow washer to spin for only 1 
minute after rinse. Remove dripping clothes, 
place on stainproof hangers to drip dry.

(Remember to pretreat col- 
lars and cuffs, remove stains before washing. )

CANCER 


By Donald 6. Cooley 


} ou can’t detect cancer yourself. Even your 


doctor can’t diagnose cancer by just looking 
at, or feeling, a suspicious lump or lesion. 
But with your own self-examining hands and 
eyes you can detect some of the common dan- 
ger signals which call for an immediate check- 
up—in between the regular annual checkups 
which are the best means of early detection. 

Changes in our bodies often occur so grad- 
ually that we may not notice them. For in- 
stance, one of the danger signals that may 
mean cancer is “change in a wart or mole.” 
But how do you know there’s a change if, say, 
the mole is between your shoulder blades and 
you haven't given it a glance in years? The 
habit of inspecting our bodies occasionally is 
a healthy one, provided we don’t become hys- 
terical, fear-ridden pulse-feelers. 

One million Americans who have had can- 
cer are alive and well today. Twenty years ago 
there were only 180,000 cured-cancer cases. 
A vital part of this improvement, which needs 
still further improvement, is treatment by 
modern methods in cancer’s early stages. Ob- 
viously, this early treatment is not possible 
unless the patient goes early to his doctor. 
Educational programs of the American Can- 
cer Society have alerted millions of people to 
the 7 danger signals that if present for at least 
two weeks may mean cancer: 

1. Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

2. A lump or thickening in the breast or 

elsewhere. 

3. A sore that does not heal. 

4. Persistent change in bowel or bladder 

habits. 

5. Persistent hoarseness or cough. 

6. Persistent indigestion or difficulty in 

swallowing. 

7. Change in a wart or mole. 

You will see that signals 2, 3, and 7 prac- 
tically demand self-examination for earliest 
detection. These signals are usually painless 
and easier to miss than, say, a signal of ab- 
normal bleeding. A simple routine of self- 
examination will familiarize you with the 





topography and landmarks of your body so 
that if changes occur you will recognize them. 
Don’t be a hypochondriac about it. A posi- 
tive signal does not mean that cancer exists— 
only that your doctor should look into it. Self- 
examination once a month between your reg- 
ular yearly medical checkups is about right. 


Your skin 

Inspect your entire skin, ideally with a full- 
length mirror and a hand mirror. The logical 
time is after bathing. 

What to look for: Get to know the location 
and normal appearance of moles, birthmarks, 
warts, and old scars. If any of these enlarge, 
change color, ulcerate, or show other changes, 
see your doctor. Note scaly patches and new 
or old lesions that become crusted, elevated, 
or do not heal—especially in areas of the skin 
exposed to sunlight. If moles and warts are in 
areas continually rubbed and irritated by 
clothing, your doctor may recommend re- 
moval. Note any visible lumps, swellings, or 
distortions of body contours. 

What to feel for: Run the flat of your hand 
over the groin area and around your elbows, 
feeling with the finger tips for lumps, swell- 
ings, and thickened ‘*bumps.”’ While stand- 
ing or lying with your muscles relaxed, feel 
under the armpit area and down the side of 
your chest. Do this with the arm on the side 
that’s being examined hanging limply, and 
again with that arm raised above your head. 


Your head and neck 

Run your fingers over your scalp to detect 
lumps. Get full-face and profile views of your- 
self in a mirror, looking for visible lumps or 
swellings around and under the jaw, the neck, 
and the area where collarbone and neck join. 
Feel with the pressure of flattened finger tips 
in these areas. 


Your mouth 
Inspect your lips for crusted patches and 
for cracks and sores that do not heal. Look 
into your mouth with the aid of a flashlight 
and mirror. If there are whitish patches, 
lumps, persistent sore [ Turn to page 172

The first Pilgrim 
community 


Ky Donald Junkins 


‘ 
- an offshore island where 
they spent their first Sunday in 
America, the Mayflower Pilgrims 
peered across the water and saw 
what seemed to be cornfields on 
the mainland. Sick with fever 
and anxious to settle where crops 
would grow, they crossed the har- 
bor the next day and made thei 
historic landing on Plymouth 
Rock. The corn turned out to be 
merely stalks of an abandoned In- 
dian village but the Pilgrims 
stayed anyhow, enduring’ both 
disappointment and a severe win- 
ter which, with the fever, killed 
olf more than half of their number 
vithin the first three months. The 
community they built there was 
called Plimoth Plantation 

Poday, just two miles from its 
original site near the harbor, where 
Maytlower II now lies at anchor 
beside Plymouth Rock, is a newly 
erected Plimoth Plantation, almost 
identical with the first settlement 


The colony’s main street, known 
as First Street, then, later, as Ley- 
den Street after the Dutch city the 
Pilgrims had left so many years 
earlier, is lined with authentically 
reproduced bearing the 
famous pioneer names: Bradford, 
Brewster, Howland, Fuller, War- 
ren. The roofs are made of bundled 
marsh-thatch or homemade shin- 
gles, and each house has Indian 
shutters, a stone chimney, a fence, 
and an herb garden. 

Inside is the family Bible box, 
where valuables were stored. There 
are also drawn-rope mattress 
springs, trundle beds, trenchers 
from which the whole family ate, 
and “hutches,”’ those chairs with 
convertible table top backs. Match- 
lock guns, which sometimes took a 
whole minute to fire after the trig- 
ger was pulled, hang on the fire- 
place beside brightly colored In- 
dian corn being dried for corn meal 
mush and corn cakes. In each house, 


houses 





visitors can have their questions 
answered by trained hostesses. 


, hostesses are dressed in 
authentic and colorful Pilgrim cos- 
tumes, as are the craftsmen who 
demonstrate pit sawing, shingle 
cutting, and peg driving. As a spe- 
cial feature, every Friday afternoon 
in August the town of Plymouth 
stages “‘Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ a full- 
dress march from the waterfront to 
the Fort for religious services. 

rhe first Fort-Meetinghouse is 
at the top of First Street, com- 
manding a view of both the Bay, 


which Pilgrims feared Spanish 
pirate ships would enter, and the 
backwoods Indian country. 

Plimoth Plantation also has an 
Indian village and a Reception 
Center where visitors can see spe- 
cial exhibits and a movie of the 
construction and_ trans-Atlantic 
crossing of Mayflower II. 

The Plantation is open from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. every day from 
mid-April to the weekend after 
Thanksgiving. Driving south from 
Boston on Route 3, turn east on 3A 
for Plymouth. The Plantation is 
two miles beyond the town.

May 4. Crab grass and its cousins 
are coming up in cultivated spaces 
by the millions.

So with the 
wheel hpe, I tore into the new 
strawberry bed and elsewhere. The 
big idea is to tear ‘em out while 
they are small.

May &. Maggie and | drove over 
to Donald’s with some seed pota- 
toes, a goodly supply of rhubarb 
and the day’s cutting of asparagus.

May 9. With my small weeding 


hoe, I carefully hoed around all of 


my new strawberries. This was a 
careful, close-up job, to get the lit- 
tle weeds near the plants that I 
couldn’t reach with the wheel hoe. 
Then on to do a similar job in 
three of the rose beds. 


Maw 1. ‘““What did you set out 
back there? They look like petunia 
plants,” said Maggie as she came 
by after she had deposited the 


kitchen debris on the cqmpost pile 

“They are petunia plants,”’ said 
I. ‘““They’re the all-double ones | 
raised from seed under the fluo- 
rescent lights in the basement.’ 

This reveals that tonight I began 
the great transplanting into garden 
beds of my spring labors in plant 
raising.

and the esplanade passes a magnil- 
icent stretch of ocean sand beach. 
And with all of San Francisco’s wa- 
ter advantages, your next surprise 
will be lovely Lake Merced, fine for 
trout fishing, and the Fleishhacker 
Zoo and Pool, the largest in the 
world. 

Next to Fisherman’s Wharf and 
Chinatown, Golden Gate Park is 
the favorite tourist stop. To the resi- 
dent San Franciscan, the park is 
the city’s top attraction. Created 
out of over a thousand acres of 
desert, it is larger than Central 
Park and more varied. 

The gardens are at their best in 
the spring, but the park knows no 
off season. Buffalo, elk, and deer 
roam the grounds, separated from 
you, of course. Steinhart Aquarium 
displays all manner of sea life; 
Strybing Arboretum and Botanic 
Garden exhibits 3,000 varieties of 
plants; Morrison Planetarium and 
De Young Museum, with an his- 
torical collection of arms and ship 
models, are highlights for children 
and adults alike 

Obviously, the park cannot be 
fully appreciated on one stop, a 
day, or even two days. If the rest of 
the city disappeared, the park 
alone would be reason enough to 
draw you to the area. 

You'll have the most complete 
view of the city from Twin Peaks, 
the geographical center. At Easter, 
Mount Davidson, southeast of the 
peaks, draws thousands of worship- 
ers to its huge concrete cross for 
sunrise services. 

On your route, you'll visit an- 
other great religious shrine: Mis- 
sion Dolores, established in 1776. 
A crumbling graveyard and soft 
green gardens adjoin the four-foot 
thick walls of this almost 200-year- 
old memorial. 


s 
, am tour will near ee 
as you pass under the San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay Bridge to the 
Ferry Building, a distinguished city 
landmark with its 235-foot clock 
tower. Inside, 
California in relief is almost as ex- 
citing as an air view of the entire 
state. The World Trade Center 
here displays goods from all parts 
of the globe. 

From the Ferry Building, you 
can stroll the 200-foot wide Em- 
barcadero where great passenger 
liners and import ships from all 
parts of the world arrive and leave. 
If you walk the length of the Em- 
barcadero, you'll arrive at Fisher- 
man’s Wharf where you can tour 
the Bay by boat and return to the 
Wharf for lunch or dinner. 

The History Room of the Wells- 
Fargo Bank traces California’s Gold 
Rush days, 
gold nuggets and a stagecoach. 
Equally a part of San Francisco's 
historic grandeur is the Palace Ho- 
tel, now the Sheraton-Palace. Built 
in 1875, gutted by the earthquake 
and fire of 1906, the restored Pal- 
ace is almost as elegant as ever.

{a Aztecs called it Acocotli, Cocoxochi- 
tl, or perhaps Acocoxochitl. Today, we 
call it the dahlia, or the man’s flower. By 
any name, it’s a glory in the garden. 

Its flowers are so big that any less than 4 
inches across are technically called ‘‘minia- 
tures.”” Medium range is about 6 inches, 
and some of the big ones reach dinner- 
plate size, up to 14 inches across. 

Dahlias give a good color range, too 
almost anything but blue, in fact. Here are 
a few: ivory, chrome yellow, lemon tan- 
gerine, buff, vermilion, cherry, and cream. 

Dahlias bear a profusion of blooms, too, 
the smaller varieties producing more than 


How to grow dahlias 


large-flowered types. It’s not uncommon 
for the miniatures to bear as many as 100 
blooms during a single growing season. 

The plants are as husky as the flowers. 
The taller varieties get up to 6 or 8 feet. 
The shortest ones reach a sturdy 2. 

Fortunately, dahlias flourish as well in 
the North as they do in Old Mexico. But 
we do make one concession to their warm 
heritage: each fall we dig and store the tu- 
bers in a frost-free place over winter. 

These characteristics naturally appeal 
to men, so strongly that men have been 
primarily responsible for the increasing 
popularity of the dahlia

ers will already be trimmed, ready 
for planting when you get them. 

If you are starting with undivided 
roots from your own garden, cut 
them apart, leaving a piece of stem 
on each root division. Roots without 
part of stem will not grow. 
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Choose a location where plants will 
get at least 6 hours of sun daily. 
Drive a 5- to 7-foot stake by each 
hole before you set out the roots. 
Space large dahlias 3 feet apart, 
smaller kinds about 2 feet. Make 
planting holes 4 to 6 inches deep. 
Set tuber on side, cover with soil. 


Feed dahlias when they get about 
18 inches high. Pinch off top of plant 
when it’s 6 inches high, so branching 
is encouraged.
